recovered from the beach in the 
district surrounding Corpus Christi, 
according to a message received 
today by W. C. Cboats, assistant 
general manager for the federal 
railway office here, from Dr. W. P.

Over IOO bodies were washed ashore 
near the ranch of S. B. Allen, the mes­ 
sage said. 
Property damage is esti­ 
mated at $3,000,000.

The message came over a railway 
wire from Vanallen, Texas, where Dr. 
Rinehardt went from Corpus Christi, 
in order to get in communication with 
the outside world. 
I he Houston-Galveston relief train 
will not leave here until 9 o ’clock to­ 
night. because of the delay in assemb­ 
ling supplies.

but found we couldn’t.

HELPFUL HINTS ON 
HOME DECORATING 


“W hatever else you do, don’t put 
furniture in th e c o rn e rs ,’ is the wise 
advice given by a decorator who has 
had unusual success in the decorating 
and furnishing of sm all and medium 
sized rooms. 
Nothing limits a room—cram ps anil 
contracts it—so m uch as occupied cor­ 
ners. 
W ith the boundary lines of the 
room broken or obscured, any sugges­ 


tion of distance 
of 
spaciousness, is 
lost. 
Many rooms are actually distort­ 
ed In appearance when a piece of 'fur­ 
niture is placed in a corner. 
Of course lf the room is Irregular 
in shape, a well placed curved daven­ 
port may correct an awkward line or 
a desk with a suitable chair near by 
may be used to good advantage, but 
these are exceptions that prove the 
rule. 
The average room, unless unusual­ 
ly sparsely furnished—and precious 
few are— has a tendency to be cramped 
in appearance, especially those with 
low ceilings. 
In well over half the 
cases clearing every corner so a line 
from floor to ceiling Is visible rem e­ 
dies the defect to a surprising extent. 
Very few pieces of furniture were 
ever designed to stand in corners, and 
most of these were originally planned 
for tile corners of very large rooms. A 
corner cupboard in a sm all room is a big 
mistake. So is a grandfather’s clock in 
the corner of a small room, or grand 
piano—even a baby one. 
T hese Inter­ 
esting articles require a room of digni­ 
fied dim ensions or they will appear 
“out of place” and the room Itself 


warped and unsym m etrical. 
Even lf there is room to keep a 
book case or chest of drawers only a 
foot away from a corner the effect 
w ill be better than if the end of the 
piece be crowded up in the corner, 
close to the two walls. 
Experim ent with the furniture—try 
grouping pieces that naturally belong 
together. 
See if clear Corners aren't 
possible. 
They are bound to give a 
suggestion of spaciousness— a restful, 
orderly atm osphere that in any room 
is refreshing.— From the N ew York 
{Sun.

BY WEIGHT, FINENESS

dieing broken by cutting—as in the 
oaso of linen bought 'by th e yard. In 
general, cloths with sm all designs and 
in the ordinary finish wear better than 
those wich large designs or with the 
fancy va tin figures and stripes prefer­ 
red by som e housewives. 
For ordinary 
use, 
tablecloths 
of 
plain linen with only a sim ple center 
design, or those with a good allover 
pattern, aro very serviceable as w ell 
•is tasteful. 
Many housekeepers whose dining ta­ 
nks are round, use round tablecloths. 
But it is better to m e a cloth with 
a circular design in the center than 
to use a round cloth for the reason 
that after a few launderings a round 
cloth Is apt to stretch out of shape 
and lose its original circular perfec­ 
tion. 
Napkins should match the table! 
cloth. T hese come from 14 to 31 inches 
in size, the size chosen depending up­ 
on the use for which they are intend­ 
ed.
